COMMISSIONERS’ SPECIAL 
‘REPORT ON FINANCES 


~ Though last year we:made the best 
collection of current taxes for many 
years our receipts fell short of our 
disbursements by about $30,000.00 
™ recent years we have been able to 
carry on by issuing treasury | bills 
against the security, of arrears of 
taxes. This plan has enabled us to 
keep clear with the bank to the ent! 
of 1919. We now ‘owe the bank $30, 
000.00 on 1920-account and cannot 
issue treasury bills to pay off this 
loan. It can only be repaid by col- 
lecting arrears of 1920. taxes and some 
of these are uncollectable. : 
Our position with the Public Schools 
is that last year the Public School 
demand was $35,105.92 and the taxes 


| collected --$26;350.75. oe 


City—Public~ School levy, $33,543.- 


09; taxes collected, $20,274.52; per 
cent. collected, $60.44. 
Outside—Public School levy, $14,- 


524.80; taxes collected, $6,076.23; per 
cent. collected, 41.83.

Up to.the present the city has 
financed the schools, and is carrying 
the entire load of arrears of school 
taxes. In the future, should there 
not be enough arrears of taxes col- 
lected to pay the treasury bills as they 
become due, the Council will have to 
provide the money to pay them. + 

Last year the city paid over to the 
Public School Board $8,755.17 more 
than the amount of school taxes col- 
lected. The Public School demand 
for 1921 is $45,443.94, over double 
what it was in 1918, and should a rate 
of 20 mills be levied for school pur- 
poses and the same percentage of 
schco!l taxes collected, the city will 
have to pay over to the School Board 
$16,287.82 more than is collected. This 
is an absolutely impossible condition 
to con‘inue. It is obvious that monev 
collected to pay debentures and gener- 
al expenditures of the city can no 
longe: be paid out to cover deficits on 
the collection of school taxes. The 
city must immediately get into a 
nosit‘on where the receipts will meet 
the disbursements yearly and_ the 
Sct:ool Board must do the same. 
otherwise financial disaster will be 
assured to the city as it has to so 
many municipalities already. 

I might just point out here that in 
1918 all school boards in Alberta were 
given, power to collect a minimum 
tax of $4.00 from every male resident 


.}of the district over 21 years of age 


who lived in the district .for ono 
month. I estimate that the Pubiie 
School Board could have easily cal- 
lected from $1500.00 to $2,000.00 each 
of the past three years and have re- 
duced their demand from the city by 
that amount yet no attempt was made 
to collect it. 

As mentioned above, both the city 
and the School Board must-get into 
a position immediately where the re- 
ceipts will meot the expenditures 
each year, and at the next meeting of 
the Council suggestions will be laid 
beore you for consideration to raise 
more revenues for the city, and, as we 
have no control whatever over the ex- 
nenditures of the school board, it 
will have to work to the same end It- 
self. It is certainly absolutely impos- 
sible for the city to raise money to 
pav the Public School demands for 
1921.

WHEAT MARKETING . 
CO-OPERATIVE PLAN 
ENDORSED BY U.FiA 


Question So Blg Convention Decides 
to Gather the Fullest Inormation 
Before Golng Ahead With Proposition 


Edmonton, January 21.—The United 
Farmers of Alberta, assembled in. an; 
nual convention, express’ dissatisac- 
tion with the present system of mar- 
keting the grain crops of Canada. 
And further desire to express faith in 
the ability and willingness of the 
farmers’ organizations of the different 
provinces to create a voluntary co- 
operative system of marketing grain' 
which will remedy outstanding injus-' 
tices in’ the existing open markets. 

“Inasmuch as any. venture to estab- 
lish a voluntary co-operative plan of 
marketing the grain of Canada is so 
vast and entirely without precedent, 
this body recognizes the necessity of 
obtaining the fullest possible informa- 
tion bearing upon this proposal from 
all available sources and hereby ex- 
press its appreciation of the effort so 
far made by the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture and its marketing com- 
mittee, and urges that all available 
information should be, as far as pos- 
sible, distributed amongst the grain 
growers of this country 

SHOULD GO AHEAD 


“Therefore we récommend that our 
representatives, in conjunction with 
the representatives of the other prov- 
incial organizations affiliated through 
the Canadian Council of Agriculture, 
should press .forward with the work 
of preparing the way to the final estab- 
lishment of a co-operative scheme 
for the marketing of the wheat crop 
of the Dominion.” 

The foregoing was the full text of a 
resolution adopted Thursday evening 
at the U.F.A. convention... This means 
that ‘there will certainly be no pool 
formed as far as the 1921 wheat crop 
at any rate. is concerned. In face of 
the hugeness of the scheme this did 
not come as a surprise to the dele- 
gates. 

A LARGE MOUTHFUL 


Before the resolution was adopted 
there wéfe many amusing passages 
between the farmers and the presi- 
dent. For instance, one of the dele- 
gates remarked that the wheat pool 
‘was the biggest question that had 
ever confronted the people since the 
time of Joseph in Egypt.” He said 
that it would appear to him that they 
had “bitten off a little more than 
they could chew.” He said that he 
was speaking from twenty years’ ex- 
perience before coming to the west 
with one of the largest commission 
houses,in Eastern Canada. 

There were at this point loud cries 
of “Question.” 


WOOD IS HUMOROUS 


President Wood: “Our good friend 
speaks of a grain situation in Egypt 
at a certain time. There was another 
situation there—the people made 
bricks without straw, whatever that 
means; and a great leader came up 
to take them out of that country to a 
better land, and some of them when 
they got there wanted to turn back 
because there were giants there,” he 
remarked, amid loud laughter, -‘but 
we have been 40,000 years coming up 
out of the wilderness,” he continued. 

Another delegate asked for fuller 
information as ito the resolution. 
Would it be referred to the commit- 
tee now in existence, or would one be 
appointed? he asked. 

Mr. Wood read the resolution clause 
by clause, explaining each point as he 
went along.

MR., CRERAR GIVES ABLE 


PRESIDENT 
ADDRESS 


At the opening of.the Alberta U.F‘A. 
annual convention at the First Presby- 
terijan church, Edmonton, on Tuesday, 
Addresses.of welcome were given by 
Lt.-Gov. Brett, Hon. C. R- Mitchell, 
and Mayor-Duggan.° Mr. Mitchell 
“Mr. Greenfield was’ elected chairman 
counselled moderation in the exercose 
of U.F.A. power, and showed that the 
Goyernment was the trustee of the in- 
terests of all the people. 


Describing the growth of stability as 
the ,oUtstanding characteristic of the 
Past year’s history of the U.F.A., ex- 
haustively royiewing the economic de- 
velopment of the year, and declaring 
that the experience of the past eighteen 
months kag demonstrated the strength 
of centralized marketing, the weakness 
of open, or decentralized marketing, 
and the indifference of the Dominion 
Government to. agricultural interests, 
President H.W. Wood, in his annual 
address averred that success in the 
formation of a wheat pool will mean 
the greatest step forward that the far- 
mers have ever taken, while failure will 
mean the greatest setback the farmers’ 
movement has known. It was af in- 
finitely greater importance, he said, to 
start right, than to start in a hurry, 
and even delay of a year or two would 
be an insjgnificant consideration if fiv 
nal success were achieved. The U.F.A. 
president anticipated that strong op- 
Yosition to the pooling plan would ‘be 
offered by the forces lined up in sup- 
port of the old trading system. Agri- 
culture, he said, had received a shock 
in Alberta, from which quick recovery 
could nut reasonably be expected. The 
practice of the most rigid economy 
would be forced upon the farmers by 
sheer necessity. “We are in an acute 
stage of economic sickness, but with 
Proper care we will soon be convalesc- 
ing, and eventually regain health and 


eee e 


Two truths were forced home upon 
us by prevailing conditions. 


“The first is the absolute necessity 
for a more rigid practice of- economy. 
The fact isthe farmers are free spen- 
ders when they have money, and have 
been as much responsible for the high 
level of prices as any other class. Had 
they been more rigid in their practise. 
of sy8tematic ecqnomy, they could have 


exercised a very considerable infiuence’ 


in holding prices down to a more rea- 
sonable level, and would now be in a 
mucl{ better position to meet the pre- 
sent situation. More attention must 
be paid to receipts and expenditure, and 
by more rigid saving even to the point 
of sacrifice, reserves must be estab- 
lished to meet any possible return of 
present conditions. 


“In the second place, we are shown 
more clearly than we think, that inso- 
far as the present situation is due to 
false economic conditions and princi- 
ples, our hope of ultimate relief can 


the farmers’ organizations ton state of 
utmost’ efficiency and power, and the 
development of leadership from our

,. “So fay as the present is concerned, 
we are certainly hard hit, We are in

“An individual can no more build his 
citizenship directly into a true civil- 
ization than a drop of rain, falling on 
hill or plain, can contribute its volume 
directly to the sea.

That this can be done with- 
out a vigorous protest from the bene- 
ficiaries of the old system cannot be 
hoped for. 

“It will be a fight between econgmic 
principles of trade, with all the forces 
mobilized and lined up on one side, 
and unless the forces of the other side 
are as_ systematically mobilized and 
intelligently guided, they cannot hope 
to succeed. To succeed -in this enter- 
prise means the Breatest progress we 
have ever made, while to fail will mean 
by far our greatest setback. It is in- 
finitely more important that we start 
right than it is that we Start in a 
hurry. A year’or even two years de- 
lay in starting is insignificant if it en- 
ables us to‘muke a success that will be 
permanent.” - 

Question of Fee is Key to Problem 

The convention had its annual de- 
bate on the increase of the annual fee. 
at present the fee is $2a year, one dol- 
Jar of which goes to the local, and one 
to the central organization. In addi- 
tion a two-dollar fee may be paid to 
the district organization for political 
‘purposes, but that contribution Is op- 
tional. 


The amendment favored by the ex- 
ecutive suggested an increase to $5 a 
year, $1 of which was to go to the local 
and the remainder to the central. This 
brought on an amendment making $1 
to division, $2 to the local, and $3 to 
the. central, Then came the. testing 
amendment, making the fee $3 a year, 
with the division of $1 to the central, 
$1‘to the local, and $1 to the district 
and all compulsory. 

After a. keen ‘debate, in which the 
hard times was an argument, mostly 
used, the last amendment .with the $3 
fee carried by @ considerable major- 
ity. 7 

Then the delegates realized that 
they had made political contribution 
compulsory. Under the direction of 
H. Greenfield, supported by Rice-Skep- 
pard, who favored political action but 
opposed coercion, the convention re- 
scinded its previous action, and left 
the fee just where it was, with a $2 fee 
and an additional dollar optional for 
political organization. During the en- 
tire debate the small band of delegates 
mostly from Bindloss_ insisted upon 
.bringing on a resolution condemning 
political action of any kind.

A company.hhad been formed, and be- 
tween $12,000 - and .$15,000 worth of 
shares had, been sold. He said he saw 
no reason why such a paper, owned and 
controlled. by members of the U.F.A. 
could not. give good service to the or- 
ganization. It was not necessary for 
the organization to own the paper, 
after'the matter had been discussed 
for nearly an hour, a motion was pass- 
ed to the effect that any paper that the 
organization would be interested in 
would be owned by the U.I'.A. No de- 
finite steps, however, were taken to in- 
dicate that, they intended either to buy 
or start’ up a paper. 
Previous to the discussion on news- 
papers the convention was addressed 
by . R. M. Johnson, representing the 


Robt. McCreath, representing the Al- 
berta Federation of Labor. 

The afternoon session began with en- 
thusiasm with the announcement of the 
chairmah that the drive had reached 
$90,548. This was followed by the trea- 
surers’ statement that there had been 
a deficit of $2,759 on the business of the 
year, but there was a tidy sum of $52,-

Mr. Greenfielu upon’ being nominated 
immediately declined, and H. W. 
Wood was élected by acclamation. 

In reply to the cheering that was 
accorded President Wood upon his 
re-election to office, he stated that in 
his mind no other organization in the 
history. of the world had made more 
vrogress during the past .year than 
the United Farmers of Alberta, and 
that this progress had been brought 
about as a direct result of the efforts 
af the peonle behind the dganization, 
and not through the efforts of its 
lenders. “If this organization is to 
make the headwav that it should.” the 
sneaker continued, “the only thing to 
do is to keep on working, and [ll 
help you.”

Mr. Crerar was introduced by 
Chairman Greenfield as a “real plo- 
neer in the farmers’ movement—a 
man who had won for himself a place 
in the national life of the country.” 
In referring to the remark that -he 


He 
confessed, nevertheless, fhat he had 
always taken a keen interest in the 
development of farmers’ organtza- 
tions since the first Grain Growers’ 
Association was organized in Saskat- 
| chewan in 1902. In his early years 
ne had made it his business, he said, 
to improve his education by attending 
every convention of the U.F.A., and 
it was a remarkable testimony of the 
strength of the farmers’ movement in 
that province ‘that their organization 
had grown to the dimensions it had 
attained. 


Remarkable Growth 

Mr. Crarar remarked that farmers’ 

organizations had attracted Canadian 
wide attention, and their total mem- 
bership, with the women, now ran into 
. something like 250,000 citizens of the 
; Dominjfon. 
“A few years ago these organiza- 
‘tions were regarded by the powers 
‘that be in a sort of an idle, curious 
manner,” he said, “anel were treated 
in a more or less good humoredly 
fashion. But a new spirit was creat- 
ed a few years ago. They took a no- 
tion to enter the political field, and 
, the result of ‘that action has caused 
; the farmers to be regarded in a tot- 
ally different manner by their oid 
time friends,” he remarked, amid 
‘laughter. “But what I want to point 
out,” He continued, “is that power 
‘ brings responsibilities—heavy respon- 
sibilities upon the individual citizen, 
infinitely more so it is the case when 
embarking upon new paths in the 
construction of our whole national 
life.” 

Mr. Crerar said that they needed a 
larger view of their problems in 
Canada; sometimes they were rather 
apt to rest in a Httle circle. They 
needed to bring the best judgment 
they had. The business of a govern- 
ment, he said, was a very practical 
thing. “How many of you could tell 
me what the national revenue was be-

Business of Government 

Mr. Crerar. pointed out that 
business of government, he cared not 
whether it were a municipality, a 
province or in the wider federal field, 
was a business that should engage the 
attention of every honest citizen, no 
matter what his calling or occupation 
might be. Consequently, that being 
the case, he for one was willing to 
make common ground with the other 
man whatever hi¢ profession might 
be so long as he believed in policies 
that he, the speaker, believed in, an 
that he ,the speaker, believed in, and 
was willing to work with him for 
there ends. 

“That does not mean that the posi- 
Hon of vour organization or of any 
of the farmérs’ organizations is chal- 
longed,’ said the speaker. “It would 
he a thousand pities if*we were to do 
anytbing in Canada today that would 
destroy the integrity or effectiveness 
of our farmers’ organizations. 
U.F.A., as your president has nointed 
out on many occasions, must continue 
its existence and life as a farmers’ or- 
ganization, built up as such. But let 
me rav this, when you get into the 
wider field, where you are dealing 
with matters of vital importance to 
all the people of the country, do not 


refuse the support and assistance of | 


the man who jis willing to work with 
you toward that end. You will fail 
in your final purpose if your motive is 
to seek power alone for the sake of 
power. It would be a fatal mistake 
if we became animated with the de- 
sire to acquire power in government 
merely for the sake of having it.” 
Must Pull Together 

Continuing, Mr. Crerar stated that 
struggles had taken place in’ every 
civilized country. Those who dis- 
liked innovation had stood united, 
while the forces of progress had al- 
ways more or less become broken and 
ineffective by differences between 
them. “If we in Canada are going to 
achieve anvthing to bring about a 
new influence in the public life of 
thi country we must not work like a 
“yahorce Tain, when two of the hors- 
es dg not pull come her.’ he sail. “We 
aoaet pull and work unitedly.”

Norman Lambert, secretary of the

One Great Chain 


He compared the farmers’ move- 
ment to a great chain from one end 
of the country tothe other, and it was 
up to the farmers to see to it that 
there were no weak links in that 
chain. 

He referred to the last meeting of 
the council, and what that body in- 
tended to do to further the farmers’ 
interests. Political efforts, he said, 
would he given a greater degree of 
uniformity. There was no intention 
to-lessen the lecal autonomy of each 
constituency. The old line parties 
had developed a great capacity for 
evasion; there was a motive for that.

It is understood that a good part of 
the day was spent in a discussion of 
the premier’s “broadening out’ pol- 
icy, which Mr. Drury is said to have 
explained to the satisfaction of Sec- 
retary Morrison and the officers of 
the U.F.O. executive. 


Premler’s Policy 


In brief, the premier’s policy is not 
to throw the U.F.O. open to any other 
calling than that of the farmer, but 
to “broaden” the Ontario government 
so as to give encouragement to urban 
support of the government by men in 
any calling, business or profession, 
who showed sympathy with the farmer 
government. Keep the U.F.O. intact 
as a farmers’ organization, but’ get 
what help is available for the govern- 
ment in the cities and towns—this is 
practically the premier’s policy, so it 
is- said.

CONVENTION WEA, 


RESOLUTIONS PUT 


National Rallways—Liquor Law En- 
forcement—Registered.  Stock—Meat 
: Chilling Plant—Rural Credits 


- Nationalising of all railway lines in 
Canada and the. placing of thelr man- 
agement-in the hands of.an independ- 
ent commission was requested in a 
resolution passed at the concluding 
session of the U.F.A. convention Fri- 
day night. 

Amendments to -the naturalisation 
act to enable the wife of an alien to 
obtain her papers as though she were 
single and to provide that her children 
should not-lose‘ status due to the fact 
that_the father is an alien, were ask- 
ed in a resolution endorsed by a large 
majority. The resolution further ask- 
ed that a British woman marrying an 
alien may retain her citizenship. 

It' was recommended that'the fee for 
taking up-4 bull or stallion running 
at large be increased to $10. 

A resolution authorising the raising 
of the membership fee one dollar per 
member per year to take effect Jafi’y 
1st, 1922, to meet the increased obli- 
gations of-the organisation was en- 
dorsed by: a large majority. 

At the conclusion of the convention 
there were a large number of resolu- 
tions which had not been dealt with 
owing to the lack of time and these 
were ‘all turned over to the board of 
directors to deal with them as they 
see fit: , : 


MEAT CHILLING PLANT 


The establishment of © meat chill- 
ing plant was. brought up for discus- 
sion at the U.F.A. convention Friday 
which resulted in passing of a resolu- 
tion providing for the appointment of 
a committee of three to go into the 
question of a meat chilling plant in 
conjunction -Wwith chilled. cars and 
ocean shipping facilities to market 
meat and dairy products to the best 
advantage. Horace Meeres, of Con- 
‘dor Local, who introduced the resolu- 
tion, contended that large sums of 
money were being lost annually 
through the non-existence of such 
facilities. The committee appointed 
to investigate the matter are: Win. 
Spurrell, of Bowden; W. C. Smith, of 
Medicine Hat, and C. H. McFarquhar, 
of Cremona. ‘ 


REGISTERED STOCK 


A resolution was also passed pro- 
.yiding for the amendment of the laws 
pertaining to the selling of pure bred 
animals for breeding purposes, so 
that the person selling the animals 
would be liable to action to recover 
damages providing the animals prov- 
ed to be infected with tuberculosis at 
thé time of purchase. 


LIQUOR LAW ENFORCEMENT 


A resolution from the women’s con- 
vention urging more rigid enforce- 
ment of the laws resulting. from_ the 
October referendum was passed by 
a unanimous vote -by which the dele- 
gates pledged themselves to support 
the provincial authorities in the en- 
forcement of the act by every means 
within their‘power. The resolution 
was heartily received and it was read- 
ily apparent that there was little div- 
ision of opinion on the part of the 
delegates as to which way they were 
to act‘and when the vote was taken 
the house rose to its feet in a body. . 

Ano‘her resolution pertaining to 
the liqyor question was passed, asking 
that all prescriptions issued by doc- 
tors ba. entered in a book open to the 
public at all times. 


SALE OF CIGARETTE PAPERS 


Protest against the manufacture 
and sale of cigarette papers was con- 
tained in a resolution originating in 
the women’s section, was passed by a 
large majority. In supporting the 
resolution one delegate stated that 
the cigarette habit was one of the 
worst habits that young man _ could 
become addicted to, and that figures 
‘rom the leading colleges and univer- 
aiie: revealed the fact that they not 
only had a deteriorating effect upor 
he body but upon the mind as well. 
This yiew was supported by several; 
howefer, there were one or two who 
declared they “did not care what the 
women did with their cigarettes as 
long as they left their pipes alone. 


EXTENSION RURAL CREDITS 


The rural credits question was 
brought up for discussion, which re- 
sulted in the passing of a resolution 
urging the provincial legislature to 
complete arrangements to guarantee 
the payment to the banks of the 
loans made by them under the Act 
to such an extent as would be neces- 
sary to render funds available this 
year for societies already organised 
in order to put the Act into opera- 

n. 
atom: C. R. Mitchell, in outlining the 
rural credits scheme, said . that the 
government was not altogether sat- 
{sfied with the way the Act had work- 
ed out. In Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan the rural credit societies had been 
more successful than in this prov- 
ince. The Alberta government, how- 


v 


ever, he stated, were not in favor of, 


establishing savings banks such as 
had been established in Manitoba. 
The cost of securing the money, he 
said, would be excessive, and he felt 
that conditions tn Alberta did not 
indicate that people could supply the 
steady stream of money necessary.
